SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Blutjunge Verfuhrerinnen is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The video recording contains a main feature and a trailer which are both in German. 
The main feature contains six unrelated episodes which explicitly depict sexual activity 
including heterosexual and woman to woman sexual activity. The trailer also explicitly 
depicts sexual activity as well as briefly depicting bondage activity. 

Although the English translation of the title of the video recording is "a very young 
seductress", there is no material in the video recording which unambiguously 
promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the sexual exploitation of young 
persons. 

The video recording degrades and dehumanises participants in sexual activity by 
presenting frequent close-up shots of their genitalia, including one prolonged extreme 
close-up shot of a woman's vagina. The trailer contains very brief scenes depicting 
people deriving sexual satisfaction from inflicting or suffering cruelty or pain in the 
context of consensual bondage activity. 

The video recording is classified as a restricted publication due to its sexually explicit 
content as well as the manner in which this content is presented, including the scenes 
depicting people deriving sexual satisfaction from inflicting or suffering cruelty or pain, 
and the scenes where people are degraded and dehumanised. 
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
